admiration stops short but a smal! space 
“this side idolatry,” has sought to vindi- 
cate W r'a private character ; ‘and bis 
fine two-volume. life. the master’s 
career in a fair and kindly light. No one. 
who has en joyed the grave music of '“ The 
Ring" and “ Parsifal’’’ needs to be told 
that the imagination which conceived that 
beauty was noble, and we confess to find- 
ing as little interest in vindications as in 
scandals. Content to be grateful for art, 
we aré not. concerned with thé artisc. Mr.. 
Hight’s book, however, is not merely a bio- 
graphy : it is an aesthetic criticism. Every 
one of the master’s works is described and 
analysed, and to study these p is to 
acquire a deep understanding of Wagner 's 
mind and aims, and to listen to his music 
thereafter with a fresh appreciation. 

Wagner was born in Leipzig in May, 
1813, and died in Venice in 1882. From 
earliest youth his imagination dwelt 
among sublime ideas. He loved classical 
epic and legend, and Greek influences 
were second only to German in giving his 
mind its mythological bent. “I do not 
think there was a boy,” he wrote, ' more 
enthusiastic for classical antiquity than 
I was at the Kreugschule in D 
Greek mythology and Greek history took 
the first place.” There was a turbulent 
tendency in his nature, gab in his. 
vehement political Nags om in his! 
share in the Revolution a Yet a. 
tamer nature could not have given us 
range of emotion displayed in “ Tann- 
háuser ” and “ Lohengrin,” both of whith 
were compased in the ‘forties. In the! 
early "fifties he ‘was at work on “ The 
Rin but after completing ‘ Die 

—e N- " he set the work aside, to com- 
he it many years later. His fame now 
was growing. Germany and France were 
talking of his genius; but he was still far 
from rich, and he was invelved in many 
difficulties, through presuming on the 
eventual success of works which, he con- 
fidently believed, would triumph once they 
were adequately presented. In the early 
'sixties he was still so far from material 
success that he was driven to giving con- 
certs, and at one time had to fly secretly 
from Vienna to avoid imprisonment for 
debt. 

Success, however, came at last. Freed 
by the bounty of King Ludwig from tem- 
poral cares, Wagner was able to pursue his 
art with increas penning power and confi 
In 1871 he foun the Bayreuth Theatre, 
and completed the score of “ r- 
dimmerung.”’ It is interesting to note 
his complaint, at this time, that he “‘finds 
everywhere that what people like (in 
‘Tannhauser’) are the mere lyric orna- 
ments of the piece, not the drama as 
drama.” In 1875 and 1876 he toured 
America in triumph. In 1680 he gave the 
world ‘‘ Parsifal,’* regarded by many critics 
as his supreme achievement. He had worked 
on it intermittently since 1857, and it 
embodies his deepest feelings and most 
exalted ideals. It is a mystical—almost a 
sacred—work, and Wagner expressed the 
wish that it should be reserved for Bay- 
reuth for all time. 

In “ Parsifal’’ Wagner's da#monic 
genius added something to the world’s 
mythology. The legend of the Holy Grail 
is carried to a more coherent and more 
lucid expressior than ever was, attained 
in the strange original stories. Wagner 
drew on the Welsh legend of Peredur in 
the Mabinogion, or Crestien de Troyes, 
and on Wolfram von Eschenbach ; but he 
did more than merely co-ordinate his 
material—he added to it, and what he 
added, forged in his own spirit, was not 
less sublime than the original matter. 
That “ sacred festival play " depicts the 
fall of man’s spirit and the work of re- 
generation in a vivid and _ terrifying 
allegory, which rises at last to a ritual 
splendour. Wagner was all artist, and he 
had reached the lofty philosophy of 
‘* Parsifal’’ in an artist’s pilgrimage. 
Mr. Hight contrasts the religious note in 
“ Parsifal ” with that in Liszt’s music 
thus: 

The difference between the two men. i 
was at bottom intellectual: Liszt's genius was 
exclusively lyrical, and, perh like Von. 
Bilow, he was unable to scale the "stupendous 
dramatic heights of ‘ The Ring ” and “ Parsi- 
fal.” Both he and Wagner were ardent be- 
lievers in Christianity, but Liset’s Chris- 
tianity was of a devotional, ecclesiastical 
type, far removed from that of Wagner. It 
may be said that Liszt's music was inspired 
by his religion, whereas Wagner was first and 
foremost an artist, and his Christianity was 
the offspring of his art. 

Wagner died three years after the first 
performance of his masterpiece; but his 
fame has mounted with every succeeding 
decade. 

“What Wagner looked for from his 
public was not worship, but understand- 
ing, ” says Mr. Hight at the end of his 
interesting, although not profound, book. 
Mr. Hight is, we suspect, too much of a 
musician, feeling and thinking in terms 
of musical appreciation, to translate all 
that he knows of Wagner into the lan- 
guage of the intellect; and we miss some- 
thing critical in his interpretation of the 
artist's mind. His book, however, will de- 
light everyone who loves music, and will 
set every Irish reader lamenting the fact 
that we so seldom have the opportunity 
to hear those solemn and sublime operas 
of the North on this side of St. 's

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The Road to Ruin. 


The Irish Railway Wages Board has 
heard the companies’ application for a 
five shilling “cut” in wages and has 
refused a decisive judgment. The views 
of the various groups which compose the 
Board cancel one another, with the result 
that the situation remains—and appa- 
rently will remain—unchanged. If. the 
“cut ” had been accepted by the men’s 
unions, the companies might have been 
able to struggle forward in the: hope of 
better times; for it would have reduced 
theirannual charges by a sum of £183,000. 
Without this relief their outlook is ex- 
ceedingly gloomy and, indeed, almost 
desperate. The workers’ representatives 
made no attempt to challenge the financial 
position which. Mr. J. B. Stephens, on 
behalf of the companies, unfolded to the 
Board. It is uncontrovertible truth that 
the Irish railways are heading straight 
for bankruptey, and that tleir fate must 
involve thousands of Irishmen and Irish- 
women whose slender fortunes are in- 
vested in a security that once was re- 
garded as “ gilt-edgef.’” The incubus 
of a wages bill which has _ risen from 
£622,000 in 1913 to £1,980,000 in 1924 is 
strangling the Irish railways. As finan- 
cial concerns they have been. kept alive 
in recent years by heavy drafts upon the 
Government Compensation Fund, which is 
now reduced by nearly one-half. While 
the huge wages bill seems to be permanent, 
receipts have fallen steeply under -the 
treble influence of depressed trade, reduced 
rates and the increasing competition of 
motor traffic. During the first four months 
of this year receipts were less ‘by ‘£328,000, 
or thirteen per cent., than in the corre- 
sponding period of. 1924. Mr. Stephens 
warned the country that, if the decline 
should continue, the payment of Prefer- 
ence dividends must deplete the balance 
of the Cempensation Fund. He was 
illuminatingly silent about the fate of the 
Ordinary stock-holders, In this national 
emergency the oracle of the Irish Railway 
Wages Board is dumb. Railway labour, 
whose very existence is at stake, is barren 
of constructive suggestion. It offers only 
the threat ‘that any reduction of wages 
will be resisted at the cost of chaos. 

There are three ways in which the Irish 
railways can be maintained as going con- 
eerns. The first is that which the com- 
panies propose—that inflated wages, the 
unnatural outcome of war conditions, shall 
be reduced to an economic level. If this 
were done, there would be a fair prospect 
that the railways, assisted by sound 
management and reviving trade, might 
become permanently self-supporting. If 
wages are not reduced, the alternatives 
will be nationalisation and a State subsidy 
to the companies. LHither of these plans 
would invulve a large drain upon the tax- 
payer in support of the present standard 
of wages, which would be stabilised as 
a factor in the high cost of living, and 
would make a serious, if indirect, addition 
to railway charges of every kind. We are 
commerce and industry—especially of the 
agricultural industry—require the salva- 
tion of the railways as self-supporting 
institutions. We can foresee no real 
measure of prosperity for a. country whose 
taxpayers are forced to subsidise. a privi-| 
leged body of labour, and so to upset the 
whole economic balance of the State. 
Whatever the national decision may be, 
| it cannot. be postponed without the gravest 
peril to all public interests. If nothing is 
done within the next few months, the 
railways either must dismiss their staffs in 
wholesale fashion or must go into bank- 
ruptcy;-and their bankruptcy, with all 
the ruin which must attend it, would deal 
a shattering blow at the country’s hardly- 
established credit. In a word, the Govern-' 
ment and Parliament of the Free State 


insjst on the reduction of railway wages 
to an economic’ level or, in one way or 
another, will keép them above that level 
at the taxpayers’ expense. Complicated 
with this crisis is the whole. question of 
the inter-relation of Irish railways and 
roads, which to-day are pulling in opposite 
directions, although, perhaps, only a bold 
and far-sighted policy is needed to get 
them smoothly into double harness. The 
Irish railway and road problem is in- 
finitely more -urgent than the Shannon

Proconsuls. 

The resignation of Viscount Allenby 
from his post as High Commissioner in 
Egypt will bé regretted by Britons 
throughout. the world. None of the 
great military commanders of the war 
did more than Lord Allenby to secure the 
triumphant victery of British arms. None 
bore his honours more modestly or raised 
the prestige of the British Army to a 
higher level, The task which he was 
set to fulfil in Egypt“ was truly for- 
midable. . Nationalism, so long latent, 
had begun to shake the whole 
foundations of. the country, and the 
Egyptian Government, instead of being a 
willing partner of the British régime, had 
become virtually an open enemy, Zaghlul 
Pasha was at the height of his popularity. 
Every possible obstacle was placed in the 
High Commissioner's way, and the grant. 
of political independence in 1922 was nade 
in circumstances of the greatest difficulty, 
Lord Allenby was not a Cromer or a Milner ; 
but he knew his duty, and he did it 
loyally and well.. The experiment which 
was begun under the Lloyd George Ad- 
ministration has not been a conspicuous 
success. The Egyptians, in true Oriental 
manner, have mistaken conciliation for 
weakness; and the murder of Sir Lee 
Stack may be taken as a fair criterion 
of their gratitude. Throughout all the 
unrest and upheavals of the last few years, 
however, the personality of Lord Allenby 
held Egypt for the Empire. After the 
Sirdar’s death, last November, matters 
reached an extremely critical stage; but 
Lord Allenby's tact and firmness saved the 
situation. He is retiring now, with his 
task unfinished; but little blame can he 
attributed to him for the failure which 
has attended the Egyptian experiment. 
It is safe to say that few other men could 
have done better, and none could have 
surpassed him in loyalty or zeal. 

Lord Allenby has laid the foundations 
of a successful British policy in Egypt. 
His successor will have a chance now to 
build on it. Sir George Lloyd is going 
to Cairo with a high repute, His term as 
Governor of Bombay was remarkably suc- 
cessful, and he has a thorough knowledge 
not only of Egypt, but of the whole 
Eastern world. Unlike Lord Allenby, Sir 
George Lloyd is not a soldier; but, on the 
other hand, he has played an important 
part in domestic politics in England, and, 
consequently, will have at least one ad- 
-vantage which his predecessor. lacked. 
We may hope now that the period of 
political turmoil in Egypt is over, The 
ground has been cleared for a reasonablé 
settlement between London and Cairo; and 
it is high time that a formula shall be 
adopted which will satisfy Egyptian aspira- 
tions and, at the same time, will safe- 
guard essential: British interests. Britain’s 
position in Egypt must be defined. Co- 
operation between the British authori- 
ties and the so-called Government of 
Egypt seems to be impossible, and some- 
thing must be done to secure a rational 
system of administration. Britain has 
two vital interests which cannot be dis- 
turbed at any cost. Her authority must 
be supreme over the Suez Canal and over 
the Sudan. No compromise is possible in 
regard to these matters. It was the ex- 
Kaiser who described the Suez Canal as 
“‘the jugular vein of the British Em- 
pire,” and its value has increased enor- 
mously during recent years. Britain now 
has very weighty commitments in the 
Middle East. Palestine and Iraq have 
added greatly to her responsibilities, and 
the appointment of Lord Plumer to the 
post of High Commissioner in the Holy 
Land indicates that its strategic value is 
of the utmost importance. Until Egypt 
is settled, however, there can be no 
security in the Middle East. Cairo is the 
nerve centre of the whole area, and a 
satisfactory arrangement there would ease 
the situation throughout Islam. 


British Coinage. 


The British Mint is striking silver coins 
for the Bolshevist Government of Russia— 
coins in which a much lower proportion ‘of 
alloy is admitted than in British silver 
money, Sir Charles Oman, in the House 
of Commons, drew attention to this 
anomaly, and pleaded for a return to the 
standard of silver coimage which was 
observed before 1920. The silver coinage 
struck during the past four years bears no 
less than 50 per cent. of alloy, and the 
metal readily changes colour. Sir Charles 
‘Oman. also appealed for the improvement 
of designs on coins and. Treasury notes. 
British coinage was dignified and hand- 
some in the days of George IV. and 
William IV., but during the past century 
its’ artistic quality has declined. The 
Treasury notes are disfigured by an absurd 
St. George, who—like a bad sportsman—is 
spearing his dragon from behind, the ]anes- 
head protruding from the 
creature’s crop. Captain Bourne observed 
that in history a bad. coinage always 
‘has been one of the signs of a bad Govern- 
ment, while an artistic coinage is ever 
the sign of a nation’s greatness. Lieutenant, 
Colonel Guinness, Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury, replying to these critics, said 
that in these hard times luxury in coinage 
could not be afforded. Before the war the 
Royal Mint made a handsome profit ; to- 
day, despite a depreciated silver currency, 
it involves a loss of £500,000 a year.

e next day His Grace's serious duties 
begin, and the day is well filled. At 10.30 
a.m, he holds a Jevée at Holyrood, the pre- 
seniations at which occupy nearly an hour. | 
The levée over, he inspects the guard of 
honour furnished by the infantry regiment 
stationed at Edinburgh and drawn up before 
the principal entrance to the Palace, and sets 
out on his progress to St. Giles's, where the 
Assembly's inaugural Service is held. Two 
moun policemen lead the way, and after 
them the procession is headed by the Pur- 
suivants, the Heralds, and the Lord Lyon 
King of Arms, in carriages or motor cars, 
Then come His Grace a guests at Holyrood 
and a half-escort supplied by the cavalry 
regiment at i and carriages contain- 
ing the personal’ staff, and then, in a coach 
and six, His Grace the Lord High Commis- 
sioner, Her Grace, the Pursebearer, and the 
Chaplain; and the procession is closed by 
the remaining half-escort of cavalry. His 
Grace is received at St. Giles's by another 
guard of honour, and the congregation rises 
as the procession, headed by the Pursuivants 
and Heralds. files slowly up the nave and 
towards the Royal pew. The Service lasts for 
about three-quarters of an hour, and the 
rocession leaves the church in the same order 
for the Assembly Hall, where the Assembly is 
formally opened. 


KIRK AND KING. 

The Scottish Kirk firmly maintains her 
connection with the State, but jealously 

uards her freedom and independence. The 
Presb terian divines of the Reformation 
period contended for an establishment which 
should .entirely subordinate the State to the 
Church. It was the duty of an earthly 
King, they maintained, to submit  him- 
self in all things to the ministers of 
Christ’s Kingdom. No King could admit 
such pretensions as these, and neither 
party would compromise. The _ ultimate 
reply of the Stuart Kings was an attempt to 
force episcopacy on the nation, with results 
which are well known. So bitter was the 
resentment aroused that at the Revolution 
there were many who believed that the Kirk 
compromised herself by accepting an “ un- 
covenanted King, ' bound not only to tolerate, 
but. to maintain and protect the prelatical 
Church of the sister kingdom. 

Of this feeling, happily, no 
rain, but the Kirk's jealousy may still 
be observed in the procedure . followed 
at the opening of her _ deliberations. 
After prayer the retiring Moderator de- 
livers an address and presents his successor, 
who, being duly elected, asks the Assembly 
whether it is the desire that the King’s Com 
mission should be read, and it is not until 
the Assembly signifies its willingness to hear 
the Commission read that it can be informed 
of ‘the appointment of the Lord High Com- 
missioner. The Commission having been read, 
and recorded by the Assembly, a like pro- 
cedure is adopted in respect of His Majesty's 
Letter to the Assembly, and when this, too, 
has been recorded the Lord High Commis- 
sioner rises and delivers his address. To this 
the Moderatur replies, and after the appoint- 
ment of a Committee to reply to His Majesty's 
Letter the Assembly proceeds to its ordinary 
business. 

The proceedings are conducted with digni- 
fied and ‘stately ceremonial. The grey old 
town forms a fitting background to the scarlet 
and blue of military uniforms, the brightly- 
coloured. robes. of the city fathers of Edin- 
burgh, Glasgow, Dundee, and: other cities of 
Scotland, and .the brilliant tabards of the 
officers of the Court of the Lord Lyon. The 
day is observed as a public holiday, and the 
way from the Palace of Holyrood to St. 
Giles’s is lined with the citizens of thé capital.

Dearer Beer. 


The Finance Bill, which was issued 
to-day, makes it clear that there will |e 
a tax on all beers imported into Grea! 
Britain or Northern Ireland, since Section 
2 of Clause 6 lays it down that “ there 
shall during the period of four years, in 
addition to the duties of Customs payable 
on beer at the commencement of this Ac: 
be charged, levied and paid on beer im 
ported into Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland the following additional duty of 
Customs, that is to say—for every thirty: 
six gallons, etc.—tenpence.’’ 


Silk Daties. 


An interpretation of the modified silk 
duties, as they relate to artificial yarns, 
was given to the Star today by an official! 
of the London Chamber of Commerce. 
“There will now be a difference between 
imported material and materia] manufac 
tured in this country, which will afford 
a considerable relief to the British in- 
dustrv,” he said. “The Excise duty on 
artificial yarns is reduced to half the 
Customs duty. If you take a pair cf 
artificial silk stockings made by British 
yarn, the tax which, according to the Bill 
was to have been 2s. 6d. per Ib., is now 
reduced to ls. per lb. On the other hand, 
similar stockings made from foreign 
artificial yarn “will bear a tax of 2s, per 
Ib. It is no longer a revenue tax: it js 
a protective tax to the advantage of the 
British manufacturer.” The. reduction of 
the duty on the imported article to 10 
per cent., where the silk or artificial com- 
ponent does not exceed 20 per cenf., means 
that the importer will have to pay 50 
per cent, on the value of the silk in the 
article, 


Benefits to Britain. 


The Silk Association has issued a state- 
ment pointing out that the duties, as 
modified, will benefit the trade consider- 
ably. The duties on waste and on spun 
silk give a small margin to the British 
manufacturer—but ar cáin to save an 
industry which was being rapidly exter 
minated by foreign competition+-and will, 
undoubtedly, lead to an increase in em 
ployment. The duties on raw silk and 
tissues made therefrom, in the é@pinion 
of the manufacturers concerned, wil] lead 
to a very considerable increase in employ. 
ment and in production in this country, 
without any drop in consumption. 


Parliamentary Holidays. 


Rumours were flying about this aiter- 
noon that the present session of Parlia 

ment might be very prolonged and that 
the House might have to sit well on into 
August.. It is true that there seems to 
have been a miscalculation regarding time 
when the programme of business for the 
session was drawn up, but it is very 
unlikely that the miscalculation is one of 
months. The holiday at Whitsuntide is 
to. be of the usual length—a full Parlia- 
mentary week—and this alone may he re- 
garded as an indication that the condition 
of business is not altogether hopeless. 1! 
is hecoming apparent, however, that there 
will have to be some heavy cuts in prospec 
tive legislation, if all the financial busi 

ness is to be secured.

Although the two new appointmen!s— 
of Sir George Lloyd and Lord Plumer— 
to the High Commissionerships of Egypt 
and Palestine may have caused little sur

TEXT OF THE 
REPORTS. 


The five reports which were read by

Representatives of Users of the Railways: 

Messrs. CAMPBELL AND Durry—While the 
presentation of the companies’ claim for re- 
duction of wages, and the arguments adduced 
in support of it, have convinced us that re- 
adjustment of a drastic character in their 
finances is necessary if a 34 per cent. dividend 
on Ordinary Stock is to be maintained, we 
cannot agree that further sacrifices can be 
borne by the workers concerned, having re- 
gard to the cuts already operating. We are 
further of the opinion that the recent 
financial experience of the railway industry, 
including the disappearance of the rate-aid to 
baronial lines, point conclusively to the 
necessity of the Gevernment and the people 
of the country reviewing the question of 
national transit service. 

Messrs. Hewat AND Farrn—Having heard 
the case put forward on behalf of the rail- 
way companies for a reduction in wages of 
vaxious classes of employés, and the case in 
opposition by representatives of the men oon- 
cemned, we have come to the following con- 
clusions :— 

K1) That it is necessary, if railways are 
ta’ continue to function and carry on 
ciently, the companies must get relief from 
the present high working costs, or, alterna’ 
tively, increase their charges. 

(2) That present rates and fares cannot 
be increased without detriment to the trade 


men concerned, we confine ourselves to the 
statement that, in our opinion, the position

As a result of yesterday’s events there is 
a general disposition to believe that work on 
the Dublin and South-Eastern section of the 
(;reat Southern Railways will not cease at 
the close of the present week. A deputation 
representing the workers discussed the issues 
with Mr. F. Keogh, General Manager, 
at Kingsbridge yesterday.

It was learned during inquiries yesterday 
that the action taken by the men had not 
received the sanction of the Executive Council 
of the National Union of Railwaymen, to 
which body the majority of the men concerned 
belong. The threatened strike is entirely un- 
official, and the negotiations are independent 
of the Executive Council.

PROFIT ON TELEPHONES. 

Last year, for the first in its history, 
said Mr. Walsh, the telephone service 
became a, ‘‘ paying proposition.’’ Not- 
withstanding a concession of £34,000 in 
the Budget, a profit was anticipated for 
the coming year. The profit last year was 
£17,000. a 

They were engaged in a general extension 
of telephones. ey had begun by supple- 
menting the main dines from Dublin to all 
important points. In some cases trunk lines 
had been increased by one hundred per cent. 
During the past twelve months fifty-six new 
exchanges had been opened, an ition of 
virtually one hundred per cent. Twenty 
further exchanges were on the eve of we 
ing, and in fifty-one other centres where 
subscribers were not available for an ex- 
change they had introduced telephone call 
omces. 

Within the vear they had also installed the 
telephone in 218 Civic Guard stations, while 
sixty-seven more stations were to be linked 
up. They had introduced the telephone into 
many coastguard stations and into a large 
number of creameries. Other-telephone de- 
velopments were the laying of fifty-seven miles 
of underground cable and 2,537 miles of single 


system in Dublin and Cork. He expected 
that that system would be in operation in the 
two cities in about twelve months. They 
were extending the telephone very rapidly 
into Connaght. 


2,500 MORE SUBSCRIBERS. 

The increase in subscribers for the past 
twelve months was, roughly, 2,500, from 
20,000 to 22,500. The increase in a com- 
mercial direction was larger than that, 
because a good many military connections had 
ceased. The difficulty now was that their 
technical staff was not able to satisfy the 
demand for the telephone coming from all 
parts of the country. They had explored 
every avenue for more men skilled in that 
work, but no more were to be had. ! 

Describing the telegraph as “a dying ser- 
vice,” the Minister said that in recent years 
every shilling telegram cost two shillings to 
despatch. Last year the loss on telegraphs 
was £200,000 


THE LETTER RATE. _

Almost five hundred guests, 
representative of the diocesan organisations 
and of the various public bodies throughout 
the diocese, the Lord Mayor and Corporation 
of Belfast, the Lieutenants of counties and 
Deputy Lieutenats, members of the Cabinet 
and members of the Parliament of Northern 
Ireland, representatives of sister churches, the 
learned professions, the Civil Service, the 
Army and Navy, and the ex-Service men will 
be present at this part of the ceremony, ‘and 
for their sbibauicdation a special stand will 
be erected. All holders of tickets for ‘this 
stand are expected to be in their seats by 2.40. 

The Governor of Northern Ireland (the 
Duke of Abercorn), who is to lay the: first 
stone, will he received by a guard of honour 
of the Ist Battalion the Hi bland Light In- 
fantry, and’ the band. of the battalion: will be 
in attendance (by kind permission of the 
colonel and officers) to lead the music.

FROM ROALD AMUNDSEN. 


KING’S BAY, SPITZBERGEN, 
Thursday. 
By WIReELEss. 

Meteorologists to-day issued the follow- 
ing report :— 

High pressure over the Polar basin 
and stable observation balloons indi- 
cate light east-south-easterly winds to 
a@ height of fifteen hundred metres, 
and light north-easterly winds thence 
to @ height of three thousand metres. 
These winds have swept away local 
storms, so that we can depend on clear 
weather’ north of the Spitzbergen 
Polar ice: We cannot expect to start 
under better conditions than those now 
prevailing, so we advise you to start 
to-day. 

On account of this report I have decided 
to attempt to start to-day at 3 p.m. from 
the frozen fjord in King’s Bay. The 
Hobby goes out into the open water beyond 
the ice in case we are compelled to come 
down in the sea. We shall continue along 
the coast to Dane’s Island and Amsterdam 
Island, and if all goes well during this 
honr’s flight, then away for the Pole. 

I regard the flight along the North coast 
as a trial, and if everything is not satis- 
factory then I shall return to King’s Bay 
or land at Dane’s Island and await the 


arrival of the ships. 


GOD-SPEED FROM NORWAY. 
From THE CENTRAL News CORRESPONDENT. 
Later. 

The following instructions have been given 
by Roald. Amundsen to Lieutenant Dietrich- 
sen, the pilot of the second aeroplane, No.

WAITING FOR THE START. 
4 


p.m. 

This morning the sun was shining brightly 
from a blue sky, 80 Without waiting for 
meteorologists we instinctively realised that 
the break of day had dawned at last. The airmen 
gave the last touches to the aeroplanes, but 
as everything had been ready since Tuesday 
there was not much to do, beyond bringing 
the last few personal beiongings aboard. 

During the morning the metecrologists con- 
tinued to receive weather reports from all 
stations, whilst a multitude of coloured 
observation balloons showed the direction of 
the wind. The mechanics received orders to 
start the engines at 2 p.m. and to try them 
for one hour prior to the start. 

At 4 p.m. the entire three hundred of the 
population of King’s Bay gathered to witness 
the start. The meteorologists continued to 
forecast good weather, with, perhaps, a little 
head-wind on the way to the Pole, but 
nothing serious. 

Reports from Alaska indicate that the 
wind is: forming, which, if the stay at the 
Pole is prolonged, will give the airmen a 
following wind for the return, which will be 
advantageous in view of the petrol supply. 
All are in good spirits at the proximity: of 
the&start. The engines are buzzing, with 
the view of heating, for the start, which is 
due now at any moment. 


THE START. 
7 p.m. 

After the recent bad weather, the decision 
to start surprised everybody except the 
meteorologists. Nobody expected a start 
before the end of the month. As a matter 
of fact, the start took place at 5.15 p.m. 
to-day, the weather during the last three 
days having become better and better. 

Journalists were requested not to an- 
nounce the ‘departure until the aeroplanes 
were well away, so that when this appears in 
ere Amundsen and his five comrades 
zave probably landed at the North Pole, 
engaged in making observations, or, perhaps, 
already returning. 

The start took place under ideal conditions 
on the fjord ice, which was smooth, with an 
adequate layer of new snow. As the motors 
had not been started for the last few days, 
there were tense moments just before the 
start, which took place simultaneously. 

The ‘planes shot forward over the snow 
and disappeared in a snowy haze, whilst the 
air rush all but bowled over the assembled 
crowd. The taking-off drive across the snow 
proved the excellence of the construction of 
the aeroplanes, as, despite the heavy load, the 
‘planes sank barely two inches in the snow. 


AMUNDSEN’'S CONFIDENCE. 

Before the start I asked the airmen for a 
statement. Amundsen said—‘‘ Fourteen years 
ago, in 1911. I reached the South Pole on foot, 
driving a dog sledge before me. Is it not 
natural that to-day, in an aeroplane cockpit, 
with a 750 h.p. engine, I should fee) confident 
of success?” 

Ellsworth stated that his interest in the 
flight was not actuated by any sensation, but 
solely by his interest in a voyage of discovery 
which would increase man’s knowledge of the 
planet we inhabit.

A QUESTION FOR THE ' 


, 


'ABINET. 


The Times, in.a leading article on the sub- 
ject of Ministers as. journalists, which was 
raised by question by Mr, Thomas Johnston, 
in the House of Commons yesterday, 
observes :—The material point in this parti- 
cular case is whether the contributions under 
discussion form a regular subsidiary pro- 
fession, and whether that profession is carried 
on for the purpose of ‘augmenting’ an official 
whole-time salary. . It is to that point, as it 
seems to us, that the Cabinet should direa 
their minds in the first instance, to the ex- 
clusion of every other consideration. If they 
choose in the course of their reflections to 
take somewhat wider ground, and to attempt 
to form an opinion on the whole question of 
these professional relations “between ‘ex- 
Ministers as well as Ministers with the news- 
papers, so much ‘he better. It is not essential 
that they should, but neither is it altogether 
irrelevant. 

They — consider, for example, whether 
it is really in the public interest that 
an ex-Prime Minister should be com- 
pelled to fall back upon journalism for 
a living at the moment of leaving office, or 
whether a recognised system of pensions, at 
least for Prime Ministers, might prove a more 
dignified altefmative. The practice of extrava- 
gant rates of remuneration for articles of this 
kind was one of the direct results of the 
excess profits duty from the later stages of 
the war, and might, in unscrupulous hands, 
become one of the worst forms of be 
corruption. If it were. definitely understood. 
that: Ministers. so long as they were in Office, 
were debarred from accepting payment for 
any conttibution which they might think it 
necessary to make to the newspapers, then 
there would be an end once and for all of one 
particular phase of this complex problem. In- 
cidentally the contributions inviting comment 
in the House of Commons would probably be 
much reduced in number.

TWO VIEWS.

FOREST FIRES IN ONTARIO,

GREAT DESTRUCTION. 

Telegraphing from Toronto vesterday, 7/¢ 
Times Correspondent says :—Fer weeks de 
structive: fires: have been raging in North- 
West Ontario. Losses to settlers and lumber 
ing companies have been very heavy in the 
Slate River and Kakabeka Falls district. In 
the Hymers district and in the townships of 
Gorman, Ware and Strange many farmhouses 
and outbuildings have been destroyed. In 
Strange alone thirty buildings, including 
seven settlers’ dwellings, have been burnt 
down, and a great quantity of cut logs and 
standing timber has been consumed. In the 
Silver Mountain district the sleepers have 
been burned along a mile and a half of the 
railway. The village of Hume, thirty miles 
from Fort William, has been completely wiped 
out. 

Fires are also reported fourteen miles west 
of Sault Ste Marie and in the Blind River 
district. The aeroplanes of the Forestry De 
partment are patrolling the fire areas, and 
give valuable assistance by directing the fre 
rangers to the centre of the ordtbreaks. There 
has been no rain for weeks throughout the 
Algoma territory.

LONDON BANKRUPTCY COURT 
EXAMINATION. 


At the London Bankruptcy Court yester 
day, Mr. Registrar Hope held a sitting for 
the public examination of Edgar Howard 
Collins, a surveyor and valuer, practising at 
45 Parliament street, London, and 23 St. 
Stephen's Green; Dublin, who failed on July 
12th, 1924, with total. liabilities £21,604, of 
which £11,751 is unsecured, and assets esti- 
mated to produce £4,943. 

In reply to Mr. Waterer, the Official Re- 
ceiver, the debtor stated that he failed in 
1916, when his liabilities were £4,628 and his 
assets £705. A dividend of 4/36th of a penny 
was paid, and he had not applied for his dis- 
charge because it had always been his in- 
tention to pay his creditors in full. After 
that failure he continued his business at the 
same address, and in November, 1923, opened 
an office at 25 St. Stephen's Green, Dublin. 
Since June, 1922, he had been financed by a 
Mr. Jameson, an auctioneer, at heavy rates 
of interest, to whom he had given as security 
charges on his work in progress. “We carried 
on at both addressés until, owing to pressure 
by creditors, he had to file his petition 
in this country and in Ireland. He filed his 
petition in Ireland about a week after he 
filed his petition in England. He attributed 
his failure to insufficient capital to meet 
working expenses owing to the rapid growth 
of his business. 

Questioned as to, the loans by Jameson, the 
debtor said that money was necessary for the 
pu of his business. He was valuing the 
whole of the Port of Dublin and the Dublin 
Gas Works and about twenty other public 
works, such as gasworks, in lreland, and he 
was put to considerable expense before the 
work was started.

FIGURES FOR 1923. 


According to the second report of the 
Inspectors of Lunatics, issued by the Ministry 
of Home Affairs, Northern Ireland, there was 
a net increase of 28 in the total number of 
patients resident in the six district asylums 
at the end of 1923. The figure was 5,995— 
2,125 males and 1,868 females—as compared 
with 3,965 at the end of 1922. 

The daily average number resident during 
1923 was 3,968 (2,004 males and 1,874 females), 
ac compared with 3,954 (2,084 males and 1,870 
females) in 1922. 

In 1923 one patient (a female) escaped from 
Armagh Asylum and was not retaken. 

FEWER DEATHS. 

There were 228 deaths in 1925—163 males 
and 165 females. In 1922 deaths numbered 
340. The percentage of deaths among the 
daily average number resident in district 
asylums in 1925 was 8.5, as compared with 
8.6 in 1922. In 1923 two of the deaths were 
by suicide.

PATIENTS IN DUBLIN. 

The patients in the Dundrum Asylum were 
Northern Ireland cases maintained at the ex- 
pense of the Northern Government as an 
agency service, in pursuance of Section 65 
of the Government of Ireland Act, 1920. This 
arrarigement will cease as soon as provision 
can be made for the accommodation of 
criminal lunatics in Northern Jreland.

COST OF MAINTENANCE. 

The cost of maintaining district asylums 
falls primarily on the local rates, in relief of 
which a Government grant is made annually. 
The Government also pays the full cost of the 
maintenance of criminal lunatics and of 
patients whose insanity developed after war 


service. 
In 1925 the total receipts «mounted to 
£225,525 14s. 7d. Of this, £159,576 18s. 9d. 
was paid out of local rates. The total ex- 
pendivare on maintenance and repayment of 
s was £221,934 2s. 5d. The net average 
cost per head (including loan repayments) was 
£49 6s. 11d., while excluding loan repay- 
ments the net average cost per amounted 
to £43 15s. 2d
